Year opened today with prayei 
and ritual by Pope Pius XII while 
the tumult of communist-led dis- 
orders mingled with the pealing 
of church bells. 


The Pope began the jubilee yeai 


by unsealing the holy door of St 
Peter's basilica, the world's larg 
et church, an a ceremony that diev; 
about 80,000 persons. 
In 
th 


chuich view, this is symbolic o 
•'A sign from Heaven." 


The holy door is a section in 


the wall of the basilica, removec 
by pulleys and wheels at the be- 
ginning of the jubilee, and rebuil 
at the end. The holy year, nor- 
mally fixed every 25 years, is a 
time in which faithful pilgrims to 
Rome are promised plenary indul- 
gence, meaning pardon of punish- 
ments due for past sins.

Levine, an expert with .the Fed- 
eral Security Agency: 


Postwar .production peak was 


August and September 1948, more 
than a year ago. He says "Begin- 
ning in the fall of 194'8 prices 
began to turn down . . . inven- 
tories seemed too large . . . buy- 
ing tapered off. . . . production 
and employment fell off." 


Then production fell off con- 


stantly each month this year until 
July. Almost without exception 
employment fell off in that period. 
But in August jobs began to pick 
up again. 


Levine's figures show that lux- 


ury goods, "soft" goods, and then 
high-priced goods where hit in 
that order by the lack of sales. 
He thinks the nation has been go- 
in,.; through a slow adjustment 
as American families bought the 
things they had gone without dur- 
ing the war and the things that 
wore out. 


He points out the first hit by 


loss of sales were costume jewelry, 
furs and liquor. That was in mid- 
1946. Late that year night clubs 
and recreation, spots were hit 
hard. 


In early 1947 people had be- 


gun to fill 'their needs enough so 
they cut buying of clothes. That 
hit textile plants and retail stores. 
Later they began to need| fewer 
shoes, h o u s e h o l d appliances, 
radios, less furniture. 


These cuts, Levine thinks, didn't 


cause much concern, because they 
happened segment by .segment, at 
the same time that general pro- 


duction 
and ' employment kept 


right on climbing through 1948/ 


Obviously, the people. who lost 


otas in jewelry factories, or in 
iquor stores, found jobs elsewhere 
aecause there were still thing's 
American families wanted to buy 
in large quantities. 


By 1948 Americans had filled 


their needs well enough that spots 
of unemployment were showing, 
particularly in New England and 
on the west coast. 


Steel, autos and construction 


held up pretty well. 
But even 


here high priced autos and houses 
moved much more slowly than 
the 
medium 
and. . low priced 


models. Even steel fell -from March 
to July 1948. It picked up in 
August. 


Levine thinks autos will soon 


have been supplied to every fam- 
ily that will need one and can 
afford to pay today's prices. He 
thinks general production will L-e- 
main good for some months yet. 


However, the old labor markel 


patterns seem to be coming, back'

The "X" in "Xmas" is the Greek letter "chi"

One misfortune is generally followed closely 


by another, wrote a Roman historian. Sedalians 
can give his axiom some credence on the basis 
of what happened to the city's trees the past 
two weeks. 


First the hand of man cut them down entirely 


along the south curb of Broadway to make way 
for boulevard lights. But the devices of nature 
a week later were not so kindly. Nature staged 
a wholesale mutilation program on about 90 
per cent of the city's trees. The process involved 
freezing water on limbs causing them to split 
off and fall to the ground. This was bad enough 
in itself, yet the falling limbs did considerable 
property damage to roofs, windows, power and 
telephone lines. 


Nature did one of its most messy jobs of 


Itmptitations whereas the Broadway job was 
cleanly done. Stricken trees made usly over- 
night will remain for years and only spring and 
summer foilage will cover the wounds. 


I do not think God had a hand in this tree- 


mangling affair. But just saying he did, then 
a lesson can be drawn from it. That lesson 
is this:—if the people love their trees so much 
they should take care of them; either individu- 
ally or by creating a municipal tree preserva- 
tion program. Rotten trees and limbs, untrimmed 
branches, invite just such a disaster like that 
Wednesday as any tree surgeon will attest. 


If Sedalia's trees had been properly cared 


for in past years the ice-storm damage would 
have been mitigated considerably. 


Let's blame the tragedy on man's weakness 


rather than God's retribution. 


The comforts of home in this mechanized and 


electrical age are not thoroughly appreciated 
until taken away from us abruptly. 


Reverting to coal oil lamps and stoves and 


candles, wick trimming and lamp filling and 
all the other things is quite inconvenient, al- 
though I remember back in 1904 when it was 
wonderful to have a wood stove in the bed 
room to fire, and oil lamps of many beautiful 
designs. One modern comfort the ice storm did 
not seem to disrupt was the plumbing—thank 
goodness. 


Unfortunately the storm 
did not tear down enough telephone lines to 
keep them quiet. 


One marvels at the patience of management 


and employees of both the Missouri Public-

British Almost Stfuelchecl Report 
That Soviet Had A-Bomb Secret 


By Drew Pearson 


WASHINGTON.—The astounding news that 


Russia had the secret of the atom was announced 
so suddenly and with no advance buildups, that 
few people know of the strenuous backstage 
debate which took place as to whether the news 
should be released at all. 


However, here is the inside story of what 


happened. 


News that Russia had exploded the atom was 


first turned over to President Truman by Dr. 
Vannevar Bush, head of the National Research 
Council. Most exciting and disturbing to the 
scientists was the enormity of the Soviet blast. 
Seismographic repercussions were far greater 
than those from an ordinary atomic-bomb ex- 
plosion. This startling fact has led some experts 
to believe that Russia's entire stockpile of bombs 
might have blown up accidentally. If this isn't 
true, then Russia has a bomb much larger than 
that set off at Hiroshima. 


When the news first reached Truman, he 


called in Secretary of Defense Johnson, Under- 
secretary Stephen Early, and Secretary of State 
Dean Acheson—separately. Acheson, who was 
tied up in New York with the United Nations, 
said he would have to check with the British 
and the Canadians before giving an opinion on 
releasing the news to the public. 
Acheson Opposed 
Following such consultation Acheson said he 


was flatly opposed to an early press release. 
The British, he said, were worried over what 
the British people's reaction would be. They 
were already upset over the shock of devaluing 
the pound, and the labor government didn't 
want to punish them too much. 


This set off a vigorous backstage debate, with 


British Ambassador Sir Oliver Franks sum- 
moned to the White House. Reporting that he 
was speaking tor both Prime Minister Attlee 
and Foreign Minister Ernest .Bevin, he made 
an eloquent plea for delay, even suggested the 
possibility of leaking the story through James 
Reston of the New York Times, close friend 
of the British embassy. Truman, however, turn- 
ed this down.. 


Meanwhile, a meeting was convened at the 


Pentagon building between the American joint 
chiefs of staff and representatives of the British 


joint chiefs. Both groups of military men went 
on lecord 
almost 
immediately 
as 
favoring 


prompt release of the information. They pointed 
out that theiis was the obligation to dctcnd 
the Western woild. m the event oi a Russian 
blitz. They also stated that if the Russians 
opened a blitz by dropping the atomic bomb, 
the people of the West would lose faith in the 
ability of their government to defend them If 
no word of the Soviet bomb were released, 
the people would remain under a ialsc impres- 
sion of security. 


Steve Early Wins 
Most decisive and eloquent pleader for imme- 


diate release of the information was -Under- 
secretary of Defense Early, who. as FDR's press 
secretary for twelve and one-half years, knew 
full well you couldn't keep an important secret 
long. Early pointed out to Truman that the 
American people would never believe anything 
their government tolcl them if the Russians 
leaked the story of the bomb'b explosion first. 


Early also warned that the wily Russians, 


experts in propaganda, would probahlv break 
the story at the United Nations whcic Vibhinsky 
was scheduled to speak. Ameucan moiale might 
well be shattered, Early wauied, if the Russians 
got the story out first. 


Tins about clinched the decision. However, 


the President still had to clear with Prime 
Minister Attlee and commce Bevin, and a cable 
finally was sent to Ameucan Ambassador Lewis 
Douglas in London ordering him to appeal per- 
sonally to Attlee in the strongest possible terms 
for simultaneous release of tnc story. Emissaries 
were also flown to New York in Army planes 
to aigue with Acheson and Bevin. 


Reluctantly the British gave their consent 


less than 24 hours betore the White House un- 
loosed the momentous statement in which the 
American people learned once again that in 
a democracy the public lias a right to know 
the facts and can take the bad news as well 
as the good. 


Christmas Parcel Post 
The Post O If ice Department is handling the 


biggest Christmas mail Joacl in history, includ- 
ing a 100 per cent increase in parcel post ship- 
ments. 


However. Christmas mails brought no cheer 


to the Railway Express Companj, which has 
boosted rdleb tour tunes since 1945 and as a 
result lost an enoimous amount of yuletide 
business to paicel post. 


Another reason for the loss ot business is 


the fact that the major raihoads, which control 
the express agency, can make more money on 
subsidized parcel post hauling than on unsub- 
sidizcd express shipping. 


As a lesult. post cilice insiders fear the Rail- 


uay Express Company, which sprang fiom the 
Wells-Fargo oJ almost a hundred years ago, 
faces rough financial going m the future.

AUTO SALES STIFFEN—Automobile manu- 


facturois may have to absoib the new steel in- 
crease lather than boost auto prices. They don't 
want it known, but sales have aheady dropped 
consideiably because of high prices. Though 
the Fedeial Reserve Boaid leports that the 
market is stilj upc foi new cars, nearly 350,000 
new models ha\e jammed up on dealers' lots 
this year. This means the manufacturers may 


have to cut prices instead of increasing them— 
in order to sell new cars.

Communism, or will he ease off 
a bit? 


A Vital Question • 
That's a mighty vital question, 


for Stalin is the mind of Russia. 
His nod is law. If he withdraws 
who takes his place? 


In 
order 
to answer that we 


must know what qusilities have 
made Stalin dictator. 
How does, 


he keep control of the host of 
powerful 
Red lieutenants, any 


one of whom would give his righ! 
arm for Stalin's job? 


Some years ago I asked an in- 


former 
Communist what 
kep 


Stalin in command. He replied 
that it was because Stalin's judg- 
ment 
always 
was right. 
By 


"right" my informant of course 
meant that Stalin was correct in 
his decisions of what was best to 
further Russian interests. 
A Shrewd Leader 
Probably there's a lot in that 


for Stalin is a shrewd leader— 
political and 
military- To this 


quality must be added that h< 
knows ho wto handle men, and 
that he is ruthless in carrying ou' 
his red program. 
He is one of 


the powerful leaders of history. 


Well, who of the Communis 


heads is capable of stepping into 
Stalin's place and handling the 
battle royal which will be fough 
for the dictatorship? 
A lot of 


heads are likely to fall before 
that is ironed out. 


Western observers note tha' 


Stalin appears in good health anc 
may be able to continue as head 
for some years. However, looking 
a bit further the yfigure that the 
way things stand the succession 
likely will lie among three men— 
all members of the powerful polit- 
buro, or policy making committee 
and all as tough as tripe. 
The Trio 
This trio comprises Vice Pre- 


mier V. M. Molotov, aged 49; Lav- 
renti P. Baria, 50, head of th. 


dread secret police; Georgi M. 
vlalenkov, 47, who is virtual ruler 
>f the Communist party's political 
machine in Russia. 
The three 


are named in the present order 
of their political strength. 


Molotov is, perhaps, best known 


o the outside world in his pre- 
vious role of foreign minister. In 
recent months he has had a mys- 
terious assignment which is sup- 
josed to be supervision of the Red 
rffensive to 3ommunize the Ori- 
ent. Naturally that links him in 
speculation 
with 
the 
Chinese 


lommunist successes. 
Molotov is an "old Bolshevist" 


who was a boy-rebel against the 
Jzars with Stalin. His outstand- 
ing charactistics are unswerving 
devotion to the party and to Sta- 
lin, and self effacemet. 
He is a 


colorless personality, but he com- 
mands respect in all ranks—and 
thus far he" has had the confidence 
of the Generalissimo. 
Next in Line 
Next in line is Russia's super- 


policeman, Baria. 
His rise 
to 


power was based on his work as 
head of the secret police. 
He 


directed several thousand secret 
agents, and administrated con- 
centration camps and prisons re- 
portedly containing several mil- 
lion prisoners. 
His office in the 


old Lubianka prison has been the 
most feared place in Russia. 


Baria is ruthless in carrying oul 


duties. Like Stalin he is a Geor- 
gian peasant, and he wrote the 
Soviet's most widely known biog- 
raphy of Stalin. He travels aboir 
in an American-made bullet proo: 
car, 
ehavily 
guarded by plain 


clothes men. 


Last and thoretically least—al- 


though powerful—comes Malen- 
kov, also a ruthless realist. He 
earl ybecame a member of Stalin's 
personal secretariat and modeled 
himself after Stalin, even to cloth- 
ing and mannerisms. 
He rose 


rapidly, and he profited much bj 
the great purge of old Bolshevists 
in the thirties.

As he pushed a button "which 


lighted the nation's big Christmas 
tree on the lawn of the White 
House in Washington, Mr. Tru- 
man said: 


"Let us not on this Christmas, 


in our enjoyment of the abund- 
ance with which providence has 
endowed us, forget those who, 
because of the cruelty of war, 
have no shelter—those multitudes 
for whom, in the phrase of his- 
toric irony, there is no room in 
the inn." 


Although he did not mention 


the legislation or use the displac- 
ed persons description, Mr. Tru- 
man made clear his determination 
to fight for expansion of the pres- 
ent law under which 205,000 are 
being received. The bill has been 
made a must order of business 
in the Senate next month 
He 


said: 


"We nu.ist not forget that there 


are thousands and thousands of 
families homeless, hopeless, des- 
titute and torn with despair on 
this Christmas Eve. 


"For them as for the Holy Fam- 


ily on the first Christmas, there 
is no room in the inn." 


Christmas "Child's Day" 
Christmas is a child's day, he 


said, "yet— 


"Among these families—broken 


with the tragedy of homelessness 


are myriads of little children 


who have never known what it 
was to have a home or a coun- 
try x x x . 


"In this blessed season, let not 


blind passion darken our coun- 
sels. We shall not solve a moral 
question by dodging it. 


"We can scarcely hope to have 


a full Christmas if we turn a deaf 
ear to the suffering of even the 
least of Christ's little ones." 


Addressing "My fellow coun- 


trymen," he began his message 
with: "To each, to all, a merry 
Christmas." and he concluded: 


"In the spirit of the Christ 


child—as little children with joy 
in our hearts and peace in our 
souls—let us, as a nation, dedi- 
cate ourselves anew to the love 
of our fellow man, 


"In such a dedication we shall 


find the message of the Child of 
Bethlehem, the real meaning of 
Christmas.'1 


Mr. Trqman said that Christ's 


birth "joins us together in spirit 
as children of the ever-loving and 
true God." He added: 


"In love alone—the love of God 


and love of man—will be found 
the solution of all the" ills which 
afflict the world today, 


"Slowly, sometimes painfully, 


but always with increasing pur- 
pose, emerges the great message 
of Christianity: Only with wisdom 
comes joy, and with greatness 
comes love." 


Mr. Truman had spent the day 


enjoying the easy informality of 
America's midwest — walking, 
talking and getting a haircut from 
his old barber. He passed up an 
eggnog party given by the Tru- 
man Democratic club to get some 
work done in his hotel penthouse 
in Kansas City.

(Special):—Frank VErvin, 42-year- 
old veteran reinsman from A'iken,

winning driver on harness racing's 
Grand Circuit in 1949 by earning 
5179, <71 during the 27-week major 
league season. 


Ervin, who was fifth last year 


with only $89,268, replaced 33- 
year-old Ralph Baldwin of Auro- 
ra, IU., 1948 leader, who slipped 
to second place with $13!1,473. 
Baldwin won the crown last year 
with a total of $144,219. 


The total ammassed by Ervin 


was believed to be the largest 
amount ever won in a single sea- 
son by a driver on the Grand Cir- 
cuit in-the 76-year-history of the 
tradition-packed organization. Fat 
purses in 1949 enabled nine men 
to win more than $50,000 on the 
"Soaring Grand" as against seven 
in 1948. 
Filly Earns Over $50,001) 
The majority of Ervin's suc- 


cesses on the standardised turf 
•were scored by W. H. Cane's am- 
azing brother-sister racing duo of 
Good Time, "Harness Horse of 
1949", and Our Time, with which 
the Aiken 
reinsman 
virtually 


swept the two-and-three-year-old 
pacing divisions. Bet\vei;n them 
Good Time and Our Time ac- 
counted for $108,543 of the Erviif 
total, scoring 17 stake victories. 
Good Time earned S58.765 in 1949 
while Our Time picked up $50,178, 
the first two-year-old filly ever to 
earn more than $50,000. Good 
Time's wins included victory in 
the $58,000 Little Brown Jug, pre- 
mier three-year-old pacing classic 
at Delaware, O., in September. 


Not even the leading money- 


winning trotter of all 'ame in a 
single 
year — Bangaway — could 


keep Baldwin a1. the top of the 
group against Eivin's surge from 
fifth place.

Take a 
look at the barn, the gates, the 


buildings—they always need some 
going over. If you're n mechanic, 
how about a look nt that tractor 
or .farm machinery? As a photo- 
grapher you can lake o picture o£ 
that new barn, or perhaps of the 
wife and children. If you own a 
store, trade off a little of the 
commodity you sell for the com- 
modity he sells."

"Something very obviously has 


to be done," Nagel concludes, "if 
we want to keep the tradition of 
free public hunting opportunity 
alive; if we don't want it to turn 
into a system of class-privilege 
or cash purchase, as it has in so 
many other nations.

this long, under the increased 
pressure, the increased restraints, 
and the repeated shocking abuses, 
is due in large part to the tol- 
erance and good will of 'the land- 
owners.

Deer Kill Is 


V 
Higher This Year 


JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 24— 


(Special)—With the count of deer 
tags continuing, the game section 
of the Conservation Commission 
announced this week that the kill 
was runing higher than last year, 
on the basis of incomplete returns. 


With 9,000 tags checked and 


analyzed to date, a kill of 1,204 
legal bucks has been recorded. 
This is slightly hihger than the 
1948 kill at the same point in 
counting. Incomplete reports on 
tags sales, with three counties not" 
yet reported, were 
18,344. St, 


Louis accounted for 1,873 tags and 
the Kansas City area for 292. 


So far, the leading county in. 


deer is Ste. Genevieve, followed 
by Crawford, Taney, Franklin, 


asconade and Carter in that or- 


der. Eleven of ths 25 counties 
open during the deer season are 
already ahead of their total 1948 
kill, including those deer taken 
by farmers on their own land. In 
one county, Perry, deer were kill- 
ed where no kills had been report- 
ed in previous years. 


It is still too earl;- to determine 


the total kill for 1949, but indica- 
tions are that it will exceed last 
year's total of 1,432. Dunbar Robb, 
chief biologist in the Game Sec- 
tion's mammal unit, issued a plea 
for deer hunters to fill out their 
post-paid tag and mail it in, since 
full results cannot be known with- 
out the cooperation of the hunters. 
Robb said that whether the hunt- 
ers were .successful or not they 
were required to send in the tag, 
as the information gained is valu- 
able in the deer management pro- 
gram.

plied to Hollywood, its people 
' and its wares? 


The 
myth 
that 
this 
sunny 


Southern Californa town is the 
first wonder of the modern world 
is served 
up—and, too 
often, 


"swallowed—in every cranny of 
the globe. 
Man's appetite for 


tales of movieland, and his eag- 
erness to believe them, is one of 
the marvels of our time. 


Four decades of high-powered 


publicity have created such pop- 
ular fantasies as these: 


Hollywood isn'i a cluster of 


movie mills, it's the glamor capi- 
tal of the universe. 
Actors aren't 


.people, they're fabulous personali- 
ties. Movies aren't plays on cel- 
luloid, they're epics, stark dramas 
or smash comedies. 


A favorita legend of this type 


is attached to Hollywood Boule- 
•vard, subject of this essay. 


It's not always a letdown to 


visit Hollywood, meet a star, or 
see a movie. Someimes they sur- 
prise you. But 
the 
Boulevard 


fails completely to live up .'o its 
billing. 


The movie town's main drag is 


extraordinary, but not for what it 
is. It's much more notable for 
the things its lacks. Not one of 
the 
film 
colony's much baliy- 


hooed nightspots or cafes graces 
this lane. 
Not a single studio 


borders it. The stars? They shun 
it in favor of plushier Beverly 
Hills byways. 
Although it rims 


through the heart of filmland, it 
is largely ignored by the movie 
industry. 


Hollywood Boulevard is six and 


a half miles long. But when na- 
tives speak of "The Boulevard, 
they "mean" the mile-long tender- 
loin between Vine St. and La Brea 
Avc. The tag ends don't count. 


Let's take a ride down the Bou- 


levard, beginning at the fabled 
crossroads of Hollywood and Vine. 
Right off you note that instead of 
MGM and Ciros the intersection is 
bounded by a drugstore, a luggage 
shop, a bar and a department 
store. 


Except for the casual dress of 


the street herds, the corner dif- 
fers little from any other metro- 
politan intersection. 
Not that the 


natives aren't colorful. 
Grand- 


mas in 
sun suits and wedgies 


scuttle across the thoroughfare 
Mink-clad matrons, even on 90- 
degree days, bustle in and out of 
dime stores. Slick-looking gents 
sporting silk scarves and maroon 
sport jackets lounge against store 
fronts appraising feminine stroll- 
ers. 
Look sharp and you might 


spot Peter the Hermil or one of 
his brethren si riding along with 
swinging staff, like rag-clad fig- 
ures out of the Old ""estament. 


But characters are as much a 


part of the scenery, and go just 
as unnoticed, as the purple hills 
to the north. 
It's a blase Boule- 


vard. The last time anyone cre- 
ated a sensation was the flay one 
ambitious starlet paraded in a 
leopard skin i,vith a lion on a 
leash. 


Driving alorg in the sunlight 


you get the impression that the 
Boulevard isn't particularly gay, 
just gaudy, not a sideshow, but 
merely a shopping section. 


Many store fronts look like sets. 


When the flickers were new in 
Hollywood, the Boulevard was a 
favorite 
location site. 
Studio 


;angs roped off the street anc 
used it for countless scenes of 
robberies and auto wrecks. 


Driving west you pass the las 


landmark of bygone times, the 
Hollywood 
hotel. 
The 
faded 


stucco hostelry, once THE hote 
of filmland, is slated to go. Soon 
it will be replaced by a modern 
structure. 


Down the way a bit you pass ; 


rococo white apartment buildin, 
where lives Mack Sennett, th 
aging sultan of slapstick, now 
the Boulevard's most famous res 
ident. 


Sid Grauman's colorful and gro 


tesque Chinese Theater, -most pre- 
tentious of the score of movie pal- 
aces on the Boulevard, distin 
guishes the western end of th 
golden 
mile. 
There, 
day an< 


night, the curious gape at stars 
footprint in the cemented court 
yard. 


Beyond are ivy covered man 


sions, once the homes of scheen 
famous, now converted into room 
ing houses. 
Perhaps, a genera 


tion ago when 
the 
celebritie 


lived and played there, the Bou 
levard was the glamorous, fabu 
lous, astounding place it is pro 
claimed. 


But today it's more a frame o 


mind. 


A pull of approximately 30 ton 


is exerted on the steel frame bj 
the strings of a grand piano.

What It Means: The Supreme 
Court's Liberalism Backfires 


by Clarke Beach 


WASHINGTON — The civil- 


rights -minded 
Supreme 
Court's 


determined effort to protect the 
rights of prisoners has brought it 
a peck of trouble'. 


Many of its decisions in the 


past 11 years have provided con- 
victs with new legal argumenls 
to secure writs of habeas corpus. 
When such writs are granted, the 
prisoner or his attorney is given 
a new hearing in the lower court. 
In rare instances the court, after 
reviewing the record of the case, 
grants a new trial. In a few cases, 
prisoneTs are set free if the prose- 
cuting attorney decides that the. 
state no longer has a good legal 
case against the convicted man. 


So writs ot habeas corpus rep- 


resent most prisoners' sole hope 
for a speedy release. When the 
Supreme Court became more and 
more critical of lower courts or 
local police officials who it felt 
violated a prisoner's constitutional 
rights, the prisoners heard about 
it and promptly took advantage 
of it. 


Chief Justice Vinson said recent- 


ly that the Supreme Court in its 
last term received 455 petitions 
from state or federal 
prisoners 


who claimed there was something 
illegal about their convictions or 
their treatment in 3 ail. 
Only 22 


such petitions were received by 
the high court in 1930. 


The prisoners often act on their 


own, 
without help of a lawyer 


They frequently write informal 
penciled notes to the court. Yin- 
son said that 96 out of 100 of 
them have little or no legal merit 
Yet all that are received have to 
be given a number and full con- 
sideration. Nearly all of them aie 
turned down, but 
a few each 


term receive an open hearing. 


The habeas corpus epidemic 


started after the Johnson versu 
Zervst decision in 1938, when the 
court found that the trial court 
had '• not given the prisoner his 
constitutional right to legal coun- 
sel. 
The McNabb case, in 1943 


provided new hope for writ- 
hungry prisoners. In it the cour 
decided the convicts had 
been 


held too long between the time 
of arrest and arraignment. 
The 


last big habeas corpus push came 
after the decision in the Ton 
Marino case in 1947. That too 
involved the 
issue of lack o: 


proper legal counsel.

But the lower courts 
lave found their work load in- 
creased as much as that of the 
Supreme Court.

U. S. District Court in San Fran- 
cisco, in 194.7 told how Alcatraz 
prisoners keep that court con- 
stantly busy. Between 1937 and 
1947 
there were 
368 petitions 


aeld by 180 inmates. 


Federal lawyers refer to the 


Alcatraz petitioners as "the Alca- 
;raz law school." In many prisons 
;he convicts take correspondence 
courses in law. 
In some cities 


there are prisoners who act as 
their own attorneys and 
make 


headlines coming into court with 
new petitions. It gives them a 
trip downtown. 


Judge Goodman said the habeas 


corpus petitions had become "a 
penitentiary 
racket." 
He

plainly critical of the Supieme 
Court lor opening up new fields 
in which prisoners could abuse 
the privilege of habeas corpus.

There Will Always Be Christmas Trees 


WASHINGTON, D. C. (Spe- 


elal)—Fifty years ago a Presi- 
dent cf the United States 
banned the use of Christmas 
trees in the White House be- 
cause he thought the practice 
of cutting young evergreens 
was wasteful. 


That order, issued by Theodore 


Roosevelt, -went unchallenged un- 
til two of his young s«ns were 
taught in the act of smuggling a 
Christmas tree into the Executive 
Mansion. To escape their father's 
presidential wrath,they appealed 
to America's first professional for- 
ester and Theodore Roosevelt's 
good friend, Gifford Pinchot, to in- 
tercede for them. 


Pinchot did, pointing out that 


proper cutting of small evergreens 
for Christmas use is not harmful 
and frequently actually helps a 
forest. 


That advice, good enough 50 


years ago to lift a White House 
b»n and convince a strong-minded 
president, is echoed this year by 
no less an authority than the 
American Forest Products Indus- 
tries. 


"Don't worry about the plight 


pf the poor Christmas tree," says 
this wood-industry sponsored or- 
ganization, "it's as replaceable as 
the Thanksgiving turkey and just 
as indispensable to the American 
scene." 


Nearly half of the 21 million 


evergreens that make up Ameri- 
ca's 1949 Christmas tree harvest 
•were farm produced. Nearly nine- 
tenths of the entire crop was cut 
on privately owned timberland. To 
augment this domestic Christmas 
tree harvest, about five million 
evergreens are imported annually, 
most of them from Canada. 


Besides bringing a fragrant 


freshness of the forest into two 
out of every three American 
homes this December, the three- 
month Christmas tree harvest 
pours an estimated 50 million dol- 
lars into the Nation's economic 
bloodstream. 


Most American Christmas trees 


are thinned from natural growth 
forests. An original stand of from 
five to ten thousand trees j^er acre 
will actually mature only a few 
hundred sawlog-size trees. Most 
of the small evergreens, selectively 
cut for Christmas sale, would 
•ooner or later have been elim- 
inated by Nature in the life and- 
death struggle for forest space. 


When it comes to selecting a 


Christmas tree, most Americans s 
have as many individual likes and 
dislikes as they have in motor cars 
or hats. 
Color, limb strength, 


shape, compactness, fragrance, an

ability to retain needles and, of 
course, price are factors. 


Best seller on the Christmas 


treo market today is the balsam 
fir, a product of New England 
and Northeastern United States. 
About six and one-half million of 
these are sold in an average year. 
Douglas firs, products of the 
Pacific Coast, are the second most 
popular. Black spruce, red cedar 
and white spruce follow in that 
order. Together these make tip 83 
percent of all Christmas trees sold 
in the United States. Scotch pine, 
Southern pine, red spruce, Vir- 
ginia pine, white fir, Norway 
spruce, hemlock, cypress, juniper 
and Engleman spruce also are 
marketed in commercial quanti- 
ties. 


Historians disagree over how 


and when this Christmas tree busi- 
ness started in America. Home- 
sick Hessian soldiers, brought 
over from Germany by the British 
to fight 
George Washington's 


Continental Army, probably in- 
troduced the custom. 
" , 


Another German, the sixteenth 


century religious leader Martin 
Luther, generally is credited with 
originating the custom of decorat- 
ing Christmas trees with lights. 
Noting how snowflakes on the 
boughs of evergreen trees reflect- 
ed moonlight, Martin Luther de- 
termined to capture the same 
effect in his home by placing 
lighted candles on the tree. The 
idea spread through the centuries. 


This Christmas eve, just as they 


have since 1923, people will gather 
around an evergreen tree on the 
White House lawn to participate 
in a tree lighting ceremony dedi- 
cated by the President and broad- 
cast nationally. 


Forestry-wise the United States 


has traveled a full circle since 
Theodore Roosevelt's day. Christ- 
mas trees, like sawlogs and pulp- 
wood, have . become a crop in 
America. This country's forests, 
if protected and wisely managed, 
can 
produce 
both 
wood 
and 


Christmas trees in quantities suf- 
ficient to meet present as well as 
future needs.

DENVER—A tailless comet is

named after a French astronomer 
who discovered it in 1851.

How they lost their tails is not 


certain. But the cause is probably 
visiting the sun too often. Comets, 
in elliptical orbits, fly close to the 
sun once each time around. 


A comet's tail appears only 


when it is close to the sun. The 
tail is dust and probably gases, 
forced out of the comet's head 
by the pressure of sunlight. Pre- 
-sumably some of the dust and 
gas gets lost every time a comet 
sticks out its tail. 


This loss is easy to realize when 


you remember that the lengths of 
comets' tails are enormous. In one 
of its visits to the sun the tail 
of the famous Halley's comet was 
estimated at 
100,000,000 miles. 


That is farther than from earth to 
sun. 


Comets' heads appear to be 


made of gravel and small stones, 
so widely separated that if the 
stones'were marbles there would 
be about a dozen to a cubic mile. 
The heads maye be thousands of 
miles in diameter: 


O'Arrest's irregularity should be 


due to the gravitational pulls of 
the planets. But all the known 
pulls fail to explain. 


If it proves that none of the 


ordinary forces can account for 
D'Arrest's tardiness, that will be 
a clue to something new and mys- 
terious. There are, for example, 
theories that our solar system is

NEW YORK—(NEA)—Because 


he had no sons, the late Edwin

Today, 
Anna and Louisa Wilke are the 
only women pipe makers in New 
York—and probably in the United 
States. At Christmas, they have 
more women customers than men. 


To their shop on Madison Ave- 


nue come such pipe fanciers as 
former President Herbert Hoover, 
diplomats Lord Halifax and Lord 
Inverchapel, author John Stein- 
beck, bandleader Guy Lombardo, 
and opera singer John Charles 
Thomas. Some of these bigwigs 
pay as much as SI 00 for a pipe. 
They buy the special tobaccos 
xvhich the Wilke sisters blend 
skillfully. 


The sisters advise women who 


buy g.ft pipes to stick to con- 
servative styles, avoiding gadgety, 
odd shapes. 
Usually they sell 


women a medium, rather than a 
light or heavy weight pipe, since 
that's the popular pipe. 


Wilke gift pipes are traveling 


all over the world this Christmas. 
A certain amount of this business 
is always handled by mail. Every 
customer who comes into the shop 
has his name filed away so that, 
wherever he may roam, be it Little 
Rock, Ark., or Calcutta, India, he 
can always order his favorite to- 
bacco blend and a brand-new pipe. 


In addition to knowing every- 


thing there is to know about pipe 
repairs, Anna and Louisa can an- 
swer any question which a smoker 


can think up. The sisters, both

Dutch girl, the end of December, 
1949, will be an exciting season 
First, there's her birthday — she 
was 16 on Dec. 23. And then, two 
days later, comes Christmas and 
big boxes of presents from her 
120 "mothers" in America. 


Of course, she'll need some help 


from her real mother and her 
younger brother, with whom she 
lives in Arnhem, Holland, in'open- 
ing the packages. Because the 
bomb that killed her father and 
older brothers in 1944 also took 
her right arm. 


'iLeni"-^-her real name is Hel- 


ene Elise Gemma Maria Schoen- 
makers—has been adopted by the 
120 students at St. Mary's Hall 
here. The girls have so far raised 
$140 for her care, and this yearj 
will be the second Christmas that 
they've brightened for Leni by 
sending her presents. 
* * * 


The Girls' Service League at 


St. Mary's to which, all the stu- 
dents automatically belong, is the 
actual unit that takes care of 
Leni's wants. All the .girls have 
a hand in the human project, and 
keep up a running correspondence 
with Leni all year long. 


But it is the holiday season that 


they enjoy the. most. Then they 
scour the stores for things Leni 
might like; things she couldn't 
possibly afford to buy, because 
her family is very poor, and 
things that are hard to find in 
Arnhem even if she could afford 
them. 


The girls at St. Mary's found 


Leni through the Foster Parents 
Plan for War Children, an Ameri- 
can organization that is trying to 
do something for the thousands 
of European children left inade- 
quately cared for by the war. 
* * * 


It was in November, 1944, that 


the war years of hunger, cold and 
fear were climaxed with tragedy 
for the Schoenmakers ? family. A 
bomb made a direct hit on the aii 
raid shelter in Arnhem 
where 


they had sought refuge. 


Leni's father and older brother 


were 
killed, 
her 
mother 
anc 


younger brother seriously injured 
by falling debris. Leni lost her 
right arm and suffered five other 
very bad wounds. Their home had 
previously 
been 
damaged 
by 


bombs and most of their posses- 
sions lost. 


Now Leni goes to high school. 


Far from beaten by her handi- 
cap, she is determined to over- 
come the loss of her arm, and go 
on to be either a welfare worker 
or a teacher of modern languages

Seven Islands will need $10,- 


000,000 for giant ore docks. Inci- 
dentally, the American city most 
likely to benefit from Ungava is 
Boston, which is 1000 miles by 
sea from Seven Islands arid may 
become a huge ore port. 


Millions more will be needed 


to build up the towns of Seven 
Islands, which expects a popula- 
tion of 10,000 in five years, and 
Burnt Creek, which hopes to hit 
5000 in population.

BURNT CREEK, Quebec—This 


settlement 
of several 
hundred 


people on the Quebec-Labrador 
border will have to move pretty 
soon. It's sitting directly on top 
of one of the richest deposits oi 
iron ore in Canada. 


Today, Burnt Creek is the hub 


of activity, exploring and prepar- 
ing what has become known as 
the Ungava deposit. 
Altogether 


more than 5000 square miles of 
rugged country about midway be- 
tween the Gulf of St. Lawrence 
and Hudson Strait are being rea- 
died by private companies, who 
are gambling that the area will 
some day rival Minnesota's Me- 
sabi range. 


Men and mining equioment are 


moving by air along the 1949 
trail north. From Seven Islands, 
en the gulf, the trail 
battles 


through 360 tough miles up to 
Ungava bay. But tha airways 
are crowded with planes from 
Montreal, 716 miles away from 
Burnt Creek. 
• By now an estimated $7.000,000 
have been poured into the project 
by mining companies. The work 
was speeded by World War II, 
which threatened to ohaust the 
tremendous Mesabi range deposits 
and by the discovery that Ungava 
ore assayed at as high as 69 per 
cent natural iron, with the aver- 
age 58.5 per cent, compared to 
Mesabi's 51.5 per cent. 


Canada, of course wanting the 


scarce American dollars, is en- 
couraging the work. 
The do- 


minion also has a budding steel 
industry in the province of Nova 
Scotia and iron from the native 
mines would make the Nova Sco- 
tia steel mills bloom. 


The history of the Urgava re- 


gion's iron bonanza goss back to 
1893, when the geological survey 
of Canada noted the presence of 
ore in the region. At that time, 
however, the ore was inaccessible 
and not vitally needed. 


In 1937 an Indian trapper, Ma- 


thieu Andre, brought some "pret- 
ty rocks" out. of Ungava. Chief 
geologist Dr. J. A. Retty saw the] 


rocks and assayed them at 68 per 
cent iron. Dr. Retty went to Un- 
gava to see for himself. 


He's been there ever since and 


they now call him "Mr. Ungava." 
He urged through exploration of 
the area in 1937, but it wasn't 
until World War II brought the 
iron ore situation into promin- 
ence that anything was done. 


In 1942, a Canadian corpora- 


tion wifh an American affiliate, 
began large scale exploration. By 
1947, testing and proving of a 
huge area was in rjrogress, with 
Burnt Creek as headquarters. It 
was then that machinists, testing 
a new drill, found iron ore right 
under Burnt Creek. They drilled 
for 367 feet and were still in high 
grade ore when they stopped.

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World's Oldest City Dug Up 


SEACOAST CITY of 4,500 B.C., now in a desert 100 miles 


from the Persian Gulf. It's called- the world's oldest.

BAGHDAD — Scientists delving 


into the hidden past ot mankind 
will s^t to v.-ork anew this fall 
at a desolate SUP in Iiaq reputed 
to be the oldest city in the world. 


The city is Eridu—a temple site 


said to have been dedicated about 
6,500 years ago to the worship 
of 
the 
water God, Enki, 
also 


known as the god of wisdom..* 


Dr. Naji Al-Asil, director gen- 


eral of Iraq's antiquities depart- 
ment, says that Enki is believed 
to have been the tiis! god wor- 
shipped by primitive man; at least 
the fust god to whom a temple 
was dedicated. 


The antiquities department be 


gan excavating at Eridu two years 
ago. Woik continued last year 
and this season Dr. Al-Asil expect: 
to finish the work. 


Eridu 
investigation has pro- 


duced several notable finds thus 
far. Traces have been found of 
what is believed to be the earliest 
known building in the world; and 
_a model boat, shaped of c\ay has 
been discovered which is described 
as the oldest representation of a 
wsl'ir craft in the history of man. 


The Endu site is an unusual 


one. All that was visible when 
excavation work started was a 
mass of crude brick work—the 
ruins of a giant Ziggurat or tem- 
ple tower erected during the third 
dynasty of Ur, about 3000 B.C. 


But careful investigation re- 


vealed that beneath these ruins 
were the remnants of 14 earlier 
temples—each built or. top of the 
ruins of the one preceding it. 


Archeologists 
have concluded 


by pottery and other finds that 
the 14 buried temples; represent 
a period of 1,500 years—with the 
earliest one probably dating trom 
about 4500 B.C. 


This detective work into the 


past of a primitive marsh-dwell- 
ing community was a difficult job 
because the temples to Enki ex- 
isted before mankind discovered 
the art of writing. The earliest 
literary reference to Eridu dates 
back only to 2500 BC. Even then 
it was reputed to be the oldest 
city in the world. In tie literature 
of the Sumerians—\\hose civili- 
zation preceded those of Babylon 
and 
Nineveh — the 
cieation ol 


Eridu takes pieccdence over all 
other places. 


The Sumeuan legend of crea- 


tion, carried on into later millen- 
iums, observed that ''all lands 
were sea, then Eridu was made.' 


When Eridu was founded the 


Persian Gulf was believed to have 
extended as far inland as Eridu 
Excavations beneath the 14th anc 
earliest 
temple 
have 
revealec 


virgin-green sea sand. Today the 
ruins are in a desolate desert 
waste with the sea 100 miles 01 
more away. 


Traces of fish ofieiings to Enk: 


were numerous. Beside the earliesi 
temple was found remnants of a 
round oven—similar to ovens used 
today to bake bread in piimitive 
Iraq 
communities —- believed 
to 


ha\*e been used for burnt offer- 
ings.

Smog, Dust and Fumes, Air 
Purity U.S. Health Problem

NEW YORK, Dec. 24—(fl5)—The 


purity of the air you breathe is 
becoming 
a bigger 
and bigger 


public health problem. 


You breathe 
from 
7,000 
to 


10,000 quarts of air a day. The 
worry is over the effects on health 
or life from pollution of the air 
by smoke, smog, dust, and chemi- 
cal fumes. 


The worry isn't new. But scien- 


tific and public interest is grow- 
ing faster than ever before. 


The Donora, Pa., smog a year 


ago was a dramatic and tragic 
example of the danger. Twenty 
persons died and as many as 6,000 
were reported made sick. The 
deaths and illnesses were 
all 


blamed on polluted air. The 20 
who died were all over 50, and 
most already had some respira- 
tory or heart troubles. 


At Donora a thick fog clamped 


a lid on a whole valley. Smoke and 
fumes couldn't rise and be carried 
away as normally. Toxic materials 
became concentrated ia the ah 
people breathed. 


Checking Back 
Checking 
back, 
investigators 


found there had been 
sudden 


jumps in death rates in othei 
years at times when weather rec- 
ords pointed to smogs occurring 
A similar wave of deaths occurred 
in a smog in a Belgian industria 
valley in 1930.

taminated air is a puzzle. One 
reason, Dr. Mills suggests, is tha 
smoking may aggravate respira- 
tory illnesses, and more men 
smoke than do women.
